Dry Spell 


The worst drought in 


strophic damage to Ando- 
ver's farmers, _ withering 
crops in the fields, deny- 
ing them a second crop of 
hay for cattle and reduc- 
ing fruit harvest expecta- 
tions immensely, it was 


determined by the Andover 
Townsman in an extended 
survey of the situation. 
All farm products will be 
scarce and what is avail- 
able will be offered at 
high prices to local con- 
sumers. 


HEAVY LOSSES 

Essex County Agricultural school 
estimated to the Townsman that 
truck farmers without methods of 
irrigation would lose from 50 to 90 
per cent of the normal yield. They 
said that the normal Andover corn 
yield is 100 bushels per acre 
while this year the harvest might 
run as low as 10 bushels per acre, 
Tomatoes were yielding 50 per 
cent below normal. Fruits, which 
promised a slim season, because 
of poor Spring conditions, will be 
affected even more, with good 
apples, pears and peaches being 
rare items in the Fall market. 


Hay Withered 


Dairy farmers looked into a grim 
winter. Most farmers, those without 
irrigation, have lost their second 
crop of hay, which is usually the 
best. They are already feeding the 
first crop of hay to cattle, Milk 
production had dipped low 
and “he prospects of its increas- 
ing are not overbright. Feed for 
the winter is the big problem with 
all indications being that milk 
prices will be boosted appreciably, 
owing to increased costs, 

Even tightening the hay short- 
age is the fact that an embargo 
has been placed on Canadian hay, 
because of the foot and mouth dis- 
ease, cutting off that source of 
supply. Andover farmers will have 


to look to the West for its cattle feed 
paying the high costs of shipment, 


Andover Farming 

Revealing was the information 
given out by the Essex County 
Agricultural school as regards the 


extent to which Andover residents 


are devoted to farming. Latest 
figures available there indicate 
that 280,000 bushels of vegetables 
are marketed yearly by local farm- 
ers, who till about 800 acres of

Tree Warden Sticks To Guns; 
Protesting Workers’ Return 


Tree Warden George Abbott stuck 
to his guns after having discharged 
Leo Pimpare, River st., Ballard- 
vale, from his $58 per week job in 
the Tree and Moth department, des- 
pite the fact that three of Pimpare’s 
fellow workers in the department 
quit their jobs briefly in protest to 
the dismissal. He moved into regu- 
lar employment one of the men who 
had quit his job in protest to Pim- 
pare’s firing. 

More than two weeks ago Tree 
Warden George Abbott discharged 
Leo Pimpare from his duties. He 
informed Pimpare that he was being 
replaced because he was not a 
veteran and his appointment was 
only temporary. Two days after 
the firing, three other workers in 
the department left their jobs in 
protest. They were John Lynch, 
Harry Reidy and Herbert Lister. 
Two workers in the department, 
James Buss Sr. and James Buss 
Jr. continued to stay on the job. 

On the next Monday’s meeting of 
the selectmen, the matter was 
aired in closed session. The issue 
was discussed further during the 
following week and the three pro- 
testing workers were reinstated in 
their jobs but the status of Pimpare 
remains unchanged. 


On Monday of this week the 
three employees resumed their en- 
ployment and Herbert Lister was 
given regular status, having pre- 
viously been a temporary worker. 
Lister worked in the department 
for a year and a half up to Oct. 
1951 and worked the last six weeks 
of 1951. He resumed employment 
on June 1 of 1952. 

As a result of the firing of Pim 
pare, charges flew hot and heavy. 
Speaking for himself, Pimpare said 
he was being replaced because his 
superior believed he planned to 
run for the office of tree warden at 
the next town election. He said he 
has been a permanent employee of 
the department since last Septem- 
ber. 

Tree Warden Abbott, who has 
headed the department for the past 
17 years, said that when he told 
Pimpare that he was going to re 
place him with a ‘‘veteran’’ he 
meant a veteran of the tree depart- 
ment as well as a veteran of the 
military service. He said that he 
had never heard Pimpare was going 
to run for the office of tree warden 
and that this would in no way enter 
into the controversy. 

Also taking a voice in the issue 
were the four veteran posts in An- 


dover. Commanders of these milit- 


ary organizations announced that 


they are dedicated to protect the 
rights of veterans but they would 
not urge that a man be deprived of 
his means of livelihood because he 


was not a veteran. 


Of importance to the controversy 


is action taken at the Town meet- 
ing last March when a committee 
consisting of Edmond Hammond, 
Ellsworth Lewis and Joseph Baci- 
galupo was appointed to study a 
proposed merger of the Tree de- 
partment with the Board of Public 
Works department.
